opposition failed to play a critical part In parllatm rn because it 
feared tip* effect of being charged with lack of pat riot Ism. Since 
the organization of the coalition cabinet, there has been no form 
a1 opposition of any kind in the British 
national 
legislature. 
Sir Edward Farson, who recently resigned from tip cabinet be­ 
cause of the Balkan blunders, is now organising a national party 
whose work shall he that of formal opposition In normal Hines. 
Associated with the brilliant Irish conservative Is Sir Henry Dal 
/.lei, a strong radical member of the house of commons. 
The n a ­ 
tional party, therefore, is not to he partisan organization, but will 
exist solely as a patriotic body, to spur the governor ut to greater 
activity.
